References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of April 18, 2001, for records pertaining 
to East Germany Intelligence Services Facilities, ZF400207W (our case #799F-01). 

b. Our letter of January 9, 2006, informing you we were unable to comply with the 20-day 
statutory time limit in processing your request (our case #118F-06). 

c. Our letters of March 27, 2006 and September 15, 2006, informing you we were still 
reviewing the records you requested and would respond to you once the review had been 
completed (our case #1 18F-06). 

d. Our letter of June 14, 2007, providing you with the requested records and informing you 
we were coordinating with other government agencies (our case #1 18F-06). 

Coordination has been completed and the records have been returned to this office for our 
review and direct response to you. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958, as amended. As a result of our review, information has been sanitized as the 
information is currently and properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 
1.2(a)(3) and 1.4(c) of EO 12958, as amended. This information is exempt from the public 
disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). The records are 
enclosed for your use. A brief explanation of the applicable sections follows: 



Section 1.2(a)(3) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security. 

Section 1.4(c) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information pertaining to intelligence 
activities, intelligence sources or methods, and cryptologic information shall be considered for 
classification protection. 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General John Defreitas, III, the Conunanding General, U.S. 
Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be post marked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. After the 60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does 
not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts. 

We are still coordinating with another government agency concerning the releasability of their 
information contained in the records. We will inform you as to the releasabiUty of the 
information upon completion of our coordination. 

Fees for processing this request are waived.

"The question remains i How did WOUKESEK (note» Ernst 
wmiESERf the Conimnist marine sabotage expert and, until recently. 
Secretary for State Security in the (SSR) find qualified replacements 
for his former colleaguep after 19h$ in order to build up a new sabotage 
group T^ich could be trained sufficiently to operate on the former pattern? 

■(Forty kilometers fJrom the slip installation at the Peoples 
Hharf in STRA15UID, where a few months previously VOlIifEBER let the first 
ocean going ship of the east zone republics down the ways, the3?e is located 
near the lASEBOii air field ;the former pz^perty of a ona-tirae f am owner* 
At the entrance hangs today' ti metal signt *'Tedinieal School e| the 
Transport Ministry ("Fachschule des Verkehrsrainiateriums"), Marine 
Transport Department ("Abteili^ng Schiffahrt"). The students t specially 
chosen fDJ ftinctionaries, but/'induding fbreigners with a northern accent 
and an active cadre of former ' non-oenmlssioned eiff leers and sergeants of 
the BRAMJENBUBB Division. 
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"Department Chief i Dr. KOENIG, fomer "Sonderfiehrer (S)»« 
and instructor of the so-oalled "Kuestenjaeger-Abteilung (Ctoastal Troops 
Oivlsion)*'^ special troops of the BBANDENBURG Division. 

"On behalf of Counter Intelligence Department II ("Abwehrab- 
teilung 11") of the Supreme High Command (CSCW) Dr. KOENIQ, of Baltic 
origin} was training an elite group on the grounds of the Chemical- 
Technical Reich's Institute in BERLIN-Tegel; this group vas to undertake 
essentially the same thing as WMKESER^a people; sabotage and esqplosion 
of shipping* 

"About this a former member of the Coastal Troops ("Kuest en- 
Jaeger"), whose first action consisted of a successful attack against m 
Allied transport in the Italian port BKRl in the summer of 19Ui», had the 
following to says A saboteur mwst himself bring the explosive charge to 
the ship. He can hardly smuggle more than four pounds of explosive on 
board without being detected. He must place this amount so effectively 
that the blast of the explosion destroys the boilers and the aaooeodir^ 
boHsr ei^losion severely damages the ship* 

"Because, however, it was exceedingly difficult in hostile 
areas to smuggle explosives on board without detection, Dr, KOENIQ de- 
veloped, in cooperation with the Physics-Tedinical Reidx Institute, a 
particular apparatus! the underwater-ring-attachment change* It consists 
of an eighty pound heavy, hollow metal ilng filled with explosives. The 
diameter of the ring was approximately 1,^ meters. 

J'To its underside eight magnets _ were attached. They held tht 

explosive charge ti^tly to the outer skin of the ship to be blown up. 
The explosion, whidi was detonated by a clock-work fuee, blew a round 
section out of Ihe ship's hull. The "Kuesten jaeger" was equipped with 
a swim vest in order to pemit him to tow three ring-diarges at one time* 

"The magnets were strong enough to hold the charge even when 
the ship was underway. The detonation usually resulted on the high seas, 
upon proper adjustment of the fuze, rather than in ^e harj>or* 

" 'Kuesten jaeger' instructor Dr. KOENIQ also remained true to 
his field after the war. As a member of former "Kuestenjaeger" in western 
Germany are aware, he guided a number of his fomer comrades to LADEBOtf 
near (BffilFSWAlD. From there they write recruiting letters to western 
Germany such as this j "Tou were also well taken care of with us and Dr» 
KOENIG. We are living here in a villa* We receive good pay and good 
food — on Sundays at least chicken with rice."

Whoever proves himself in LADEBCW as particularly adept may reckon with 
attendance at a course In {JOIDBERO or WARIN irtiere the last refinements 
for assignments abroad are taught* On the island G0IJ3BERQ in the northern 
section of the SCHWERINER SEE — - WAEIN is about 20 kilometers to the 
east and serves a similar purpose with sinilar means - there is a barracks 
camp for approximately 17$ students and numerous full and part time 
instructors under Enrat BRUJDERT, a former merchant marine officer and 
member of the KPD since 1923. Here there are models of different types 
of ships and harbor installations and at least 100 foreigners - to say- 
nothing of the Germans — have been trained during the last year as e&hoti^Q
